A fter 3- Year Wait Salt Creek Project Begins 


The start of pile driving at the eastern end of Fullerton 
Avenue in Addison for the construction of a bridge over Salt 
Creek this week represented a beginning and an end. 
This meant the cooperative $290,311.04 project finally got 
“off the ground” while almost three years of planning and 
waiting for funds came to a close. 
Involved in this vast project 
are Addison Township and Du- 
Page County highway depart­ 
ments, each paying 50 per cent 
of the construction costs. For 
the village of Addison, ihe proj­ 
ect will cost about $7,800. 


This is for the acquisition of 
the channel right-of-way for the 
relocation of Salt Creek. The 
creek will be changed for a dis­ 
tance of 650 feet north and 1,150 
feet south of the p r o p o s e d 
bridge. 


Construction of the bridge was j 
According to the contract, the 
authorized by Addison Township prestressed concrete deck slab 


Board of Auditors on Dec. IO, 
1963. Funds became available 
this year. Bids were taken Jan. 
12 and the contract was award­ 
ed to Schless Construction Co. 
of Geneva. 


The plans and specifications 
were completed Jan. 24 by the 
Addison Engineering Service. It 
is anticipated that the creek will 
be straightened, the bridge con­ 
structed and Fullerton Ave. ex­ 
tended to Rt. 83 by this fall. 


bridge will be 121 feet long and 
44 feet wide with a 35-foot road­ 
way, sidewalks four feet six 
inches wide and railings. 
Support for the bridge will be 
IO hollow steel piles 20 inches 
in diameter in each of the three 
piers in the channel. Two abut­ 
ments will be supported by 32 
piles 16 inches in diameter. 
The piles are driven with a 
drop hammer weighing 4,000 
pounds. At least four blows of 
the hammer are required to ad­ 
vance the pile one inch. The 
pier piles are 53 feet long and 
the abutment piles are 39 feet 
six inches long. 
This is the job which was 
started this week. When all of 
the piles in a pier or for the 
abutments are driven, the top 
portions will be cut off at the 


prescribed height. Reinforcing 
hollow piles and the pile casing 
will be filled with concrete. 
The extension 
of Fullerton 
Avenue which presently dead 
ends one block west of Rt. 83, is 
also part of the contract with 
Schless Construction Co. 
A 35-foot bituminous pavement 
road with curbing and sidewalks 
will be built from Villa Ave. 
to Rt. 83 with slight diversion 
at Central Ave. The road will 
be divided here allowing east­ 
bound traffic to travel on Bab­ 
cock Ave. to Rt. 83 and west­ 
bound traffic will use Sunrise 
Road from Rt. 83. 
Construction of the bridge and 
road extension is aimed at a1- 1 
leviating traffic congestion on 
Villa Avenue and Lake Street 
by providing another outlet for 


motorists. The thoroughfare will 
also serve as a much needed ar­ 
tery for those traveling to and 
from 
the 
Addison 
Industrial 
Park. 
According to Addison Town­ 
ship officials, school children 
living east of Salt Creek will 
have a safe route to school aft­ 
er construction and residents 
will have more convenient ac­ 
cess to shopping areas. They 
forecast a substantial property 
development program

Business "Use9 Tax 
Tight Money’Plight 
Proposed by Assessor Reduced: Builder 


Now delivered to over 150,000 homes 


Legislation to close a loophole 
in real estate taxation by levy­ 
ing a special use tax against 
business tenants of tax-exempt 
properties was introduced last 
week in the llinois General As­ 
sembly at the request of As­ 
sessor P. J. Cullerton of Cook 
County. 
A bill for the new use lax on 
business tenants of tax-exempt 
properties was introduced in the 
House by Rep. Robert McPart- 
lin of Chicago. 
“There are more and more 
cases in Chicago and Cook 
County where tax-exempt prop­ 
erty is being leased to commer­ 
cial, manufacturing and other 
business enterprises,” explain­ 
ed Cullerton. 
“AT THE SAME time, how­ 
ever, these properties are pay­ 
ing little or nothing for local 
governmental services, such as 
police and fire protection. 
“In some instances under the 
present state law, a property 
tax for the business tenant or 
lessee is computed on the basis 
of his leasehold interest, but 
this 
computation 
usually 
is 
much lower than the value of 
the property which forms the 
basis for the tax. 
“Under our newly proposed 
legislation, this lease-told type 
of tax would be repealed, and 
this form of taxation would be 
covered by the new use tax ap­ 
plying to the tenants or users 
of tax-exempt properties for 
i business purposes,” Cullerton 


explained. 
The Cook County assessor em­ 
phasized that the new use tax 
would apply solely to the busi­ 
ness user of tax-exempt prop­ 
erty, and not to the owners of 
such property, 
“The use tax would be levied 
against the business user of the 
property regardless of whether 
the property belongs to a gov­ 
ernment, a university, a chari­ 
table group or any other organ­ 
ization which may be exempt 
from regular property taxes by 
provisions of the law or by 
charter,” Cullerton explained. 
IN THREE 
present 
cases 
alone, Cullerton pointed out that 
two large corporations and a 
major utility company in Chi­ 
cago would be paying a total of 
$110,000 a year to local govern­ 
ments if they were taxed as 
users of property for which the 
owner is a tax-exempt institu­ 
tion. 
“This new state law would 
make ‘use’ the sole criterion for 
tax exemption,” Cullerton em­ 
phasized. “In other words, if a 
government 
or 
tax-exempted 
institution uses the property for 
its own operations and pur­ 
poses, the property of course 
would continue to be exempted 
from taxation. 
“But if that property is leased 
to a business tenant, then the 
property would be subject to the 
new tax. It is also important to 
realize that the new use tax 
would be computed on the same 


basis that real estate is nor­ 
mally assessed and taxed.” 
Cullerton 
pointed out 
that 
such a use tax against business 
tenants of tax-exempt property 
has been enacted into law in 
Michigan, where the validity of 
it has been upheld by the state 
Supreme Court. 
“THE FACT that tax-exempt 
property in Chicago and Cook 
County is being used more and 
more for business purposes un­ 
der a lease Arrangement makes 
it imperative that we close this 
tax loophole now,” said Culler­ 
ton. 
In some instances, the tax- 
exempted institution has even 
designed 
and 
constructed 
a 
building specifically for use by 
a particular tenant, but the 
tenant then has escaped taxa­ 
tion because of the owner’s tax 
exemption,” he explained.

Advantage Measured 
In Dist. 214 Youths

Are there differences between 
disadvantaged 
suburban

asst. supt. Roderick McLennan 
found during a study on which 
his doctoral thesis was based. 
McLennan studied almost 800 
teenagers, close to one of IO 
of them considered disadvan­ 
taged on a three-point sociologi­ 
cal scale that ranked wage 
earner’s occupation, home and 
neighborhood. 
The students are referred to 
in the thesis as coming from 
schools in “ Suburb Y * but in 
fact they came from Wheeling, 
Forest View, Prospect and Ar­ 
lington High Schools in 
the 
northwest suburbs. 


Assuming 
that 
McLennan's 
sample reflects the total student 
population — and his graduate 
advisors at Northwestern Uni­ 
versity believe they do — this 
means that of 10,000 District 
214 students close to 1,000 come 
from culturally deprived homes. 
THESE 
STUDENTS 
differ 
from other students in a number 
of significant ways, McLennan 
found. 
He tested them — and their 
affluent classmates — on 124 
different points and found that 
the 
disadvantaged 
suburban 
teenage student reacted differ­ 
ently than his classmates in 52 
cases. 
The suburban students who 
come from wage earner homes

THE WAYS IN which these 
disadvantaged 
students differ 
from the “ normal” suburban 
student, from a good neighbor-j 
hood and a home where the 
family head is professionally 
employed, make it less likely 
that the routine high school ap­ 
proach will reach them. 
High schools like those in Dis­ 
trict 214 urge teachers to try to 
work with the parents — but 
parents of the disadvantages are 
less likely to visit school. 
High schools in the suburbs 
tell teachers to help the stu 
dent who seeks help — but the 
disadvantaged student is less 
likely to ask for help and rates 
himself low, just as do his 
teachers. 
High schools throughout the 
country' think of extra-curricu 
lar activities like band, chorus, | 
sports and dramatics as pro­ 
viding a way for the teenager 
to prove himself outside the 
classroom. But the disadvan 
taged teenager tends not to use 
these routes to building self-es 
teem. 
INTERESTINGLY enough, 
McLennan’s study noted, in the j 
northwest suburbs it is not the 
disadvantaged student who’s the 
real “ migrant.” 
In his survey, the one in IO | 
students who came from a de­ 
prived background was more 
likely to stay put than his bet­ 
ter-off classmates. 
In other studies of class struc­ 
ture, including those cited by 
McLennan in his doctoral dis­ 
sertation, it is usually the poor 
who are most mobile. Chicago 
educators have cited this as one 
of the major problems in teach­ 
ing in inner-city schools. 
But in these northwest sub­ 
urbs. it is the well-trained, 
professional whose skills are in 
demand who makes the frequent 
moves.

Roselle 
Roselle village employes in 
nearly all categories 
received 
yearly raises ranging from $200 
to $600 in the village’s new sal­ 
ary ordinance approved by the 
village board Wednesday. 
The ordinance setting salaries 
for the May I, 1967 to April 30, 
1968 year was the last major of­ 
ficial action (rf the five remain­ 
ing members of the pre-April 
18 election village board. 
Village Pres. William Flor­ 
ence and Trustee Darold Wolt 
had resigned last Monday. 
The salary policy was pre­ 
pared by board finance commit 
tee member Ronald Rodewald, 
former public safety committee 
member Robert Frantz, 
and 
p u b l i c works committeemen 
Robert Gurke and Ramon Berg. 
THEY SAID they were ap­ 
proving the new salary policy 
before three new trustees who 
were elected April 18 are seatec 
tomorrow 
(Monday) 
because 
they felt salaries of village em 
ployes could best be reviewe( 
by a board familiar with past 
performances. 
The ordinance setting 1966-67 
salaries expires today and the 
new one goes into effect tomor 
row, May I. 
The raises were approved 
Rodewald said, to bring Roselle 
salaries into line with what 
other villages are paying their 
employes. 
Greatest changes were in the 
police department, where two 
positions were abolished—corpo­ 
ral of police, a $6,600 per-year 
job, and patrolman over four 
years paying $6,300. 
THE ORDINANCE establish­ 
es a position for a police lieu­ 
tenant at $8,000 per year. 
The police chiefs salary went 
from $8,400 per year to $8,700. 
The police sergeant’s salary 
went from $6,900 to $7,250 for 
men in the position less than a 
year, and $7,500 for sergeants 
holding the job more than a 
year. Roselle presently has two 
sergeants, one in each category 
Though the patrolman over 
four years category was abo! 


ished, patrolmen in other two 
categories got a $600 raise. 
THE ORDINANCE 
changes 
tile old category of $5,200 per 
year for new patrolmen to a 
new category of $5,800 per year 
or patrolmen on a probationary 
status. 
Patrolmen with more than a 
year on the force go from $5,400 
>er year to $6,000 per year. 
Other police department sal­ 
ary changes were (current sal­ 
aries in parentheses): 
Radio 
operator-clerk, $4,250 ($4,050); 
radio operator more than one 
year, $4,150 ($3,750); radio op­ 
erator less than one year, $4,000 
($3,600); 
Part time-reserve radio op­ 
erator, $2 per hour ($1.75 an 
hour); part-time radio opera­ 
tor, $2 an hour ($1.50 an hour), 
and crossing guards, $2.25 an 
hour ($1.75 an hour). 
PART-TIME 
patrolmen re­ 
main at $2 an hour. 
The superintendent of public 
works salary went from $8,000 
to $8,500 per year, the sewage 
treatment plant operator from 
$6,800 to $7,150 per year, and the 
building inspector from $6,600 to 


$6,900 a year. 
Other 
yearly 
salaries 
ap­ 
proved in the ordinance were: 
street and alley department la­ 
borers, $6,600 ($6,300); sewer 
and water department laborers, 
$5,800 ($5,200); part time labor 
according to job schedule, $2 or 
$3 an hour; sewer and water 
department clerk, $4,800 ($4,500) 
and village clerk’s 
assistant, 
$4,400 ($3,900). 
The village collector’s salary 
was increased from $4,200 to 
$4,440 per year. The village col 
lector’s job is appointive but 
usually goes to the elected vil­ 
lage clerk. 
SALARIES FOR two appoin­ 
t e jobs remain the same in 
the new salary ordinance: the 
village forester, $1,000 per year 
and village treasurer, $1,200 per 
year. 
Salaries for elected officials 
remained the same at $2,000 per 
year for the village clerk, $10 
per meeting for trustees and $16 
per meeting for the village pres­ 
ident. 
Salaries for elected officials 
cannot be changed within their 
elected term of office.

A bill calling for the creation 
of an Illinois Open Space Com­ 
mission was presented to the 
Illinois State Senate this week 
by Sen. Jack T. Knuepfer (R- 
Elmhurst). 


The bill will provide a legis­ 
lative commission to look into 
the 
acquisition 
of 
additional 
parks and recreation facilities 
by the state. 
Illinois ranks 46th among the 
states in available recreational 
facilities. 
In introducing the bill, Knuep- j 
fer noted that while the output 
of the farms, 
factories 
and 
service 
industries 
in 
Illinois 
make it one of the most pro­ 
ductive states in the union, it 
has lagged far behind other 
states in providing recreation 
for its citizens. 


KNUEPFER stressed the need 
of acquiring 
additional 
sites, 


particularly 
in 
urban 
areas 
immediately, before the popula­ 
tion expansion deprives future 
generations of adequate open 
space. 
This commission is directed to 
survey various areas in the 
State of Illinois which are suit­ 
able for recreation purposes and 
establish acquisition costs. It 
would further be directed to 
recommend priorities for the 
acquisition of open space as 
well as an acquisition program. 


Knuepfer sited the present 
lack of adequate recreational 
areas in the state and the 
failure of the state to take 
action to provide for future 
generations. 
He noted that the recreational 
potential of such areas as the 
Illinois-Michigan Canal has been 
almost completely neglected by 
the state.

That did R, 
I decided to buy USA. 
WHEN I GOT married so­ 
called “modern,” a vague de­ 
scription of abstract, design­ 
less pieces, w’as “in.” The ab­ 
stract devotees raved about 


their canvas ovals and cer­ 
amic ash trays suspended from 
the ceilings. This was furni­ 
ture? I sat uneasily in one of 
the rattan scoop chairs that 
creaked and strained notice­ 
ably as if it were going to ex­ 
pire. 
Soon after I discovered my 
personality along the simple 
lines of Americana. 
Colonial is characterized by 
the English influence with pas­ 
toral or rural inspiration shown 
in the clean, unadorned lines.

While 
rummaging

my mother-in-law's attic one 
day, I spied a decrepit, broken- 
down kitchen clock. But there 
was something about the old 
grandmother that made me 
want to restore it. 
Varnish-removing 
with 
el- 
bowgrease and toothpicks fol­ 
lowed. The delicately carved 
wings were glued back onto 
the refinished clockcase. A new 
clockface with old style num­ 
bers was obtained, and the 
clockface rim antiqued. The 
works were taken to a special­ 
ist to be put in order and bal­ 
anced. 


ALTHOUGH the authenticity 
has not been qualified, the 
clock specialist said specimens 
of this vintage were of the Chi­ 
cago Fire era: that is, many 
people in this area had them, 
but lost them in the great fire. 
Antique or not, we have 
something that has a part of 
us within it. It is a reflection 
of our personalities. 
But the clock, like the owner, 
has some peculiarities. For in­ 
stance, when it runs down 
from

winding,

amount of coaxing can get the 
pendulum swinging right away. 
It’s simply a matter of wait­ 
ing several days, when it de­ 
cides to start working again. 
If the clock is disturbed 
from its position or tampered 
with in any way, this is reason 
enough for it to lie down on 
the job.

deliberate 
movements. 
Many Japanese learn graceful 
movements in schools especial­ 
ly established for this purpose. 
Upon arriving for tea, guests 
remove their kutsu (shoes) 
and enter the tea house in 
order of importance. Kneeling 
humbly, they await their host­ 
ess. 
EACH GUEST provides her 
own fan, a small square of 
silk and a few pieces of paper. 
The hostess herself prepares 
the tea by pouring hot water 


over powdered tea leaves. The 
leaves come from trees rang­ 
ing from IO to 70 years in age, 
the older leaves providing the 
thicker tea. 
An assistant serves the tea 
as well as the cake which is 
placed on the paper; the cake 
provides sweetness to the bit­ 
ter tea. All serving and re­ 
ceiving 
is done 
with 
both 
hands as the Japanese consider 
it rude to use only one hand. 
Guests, served one at a time, 
turn the bowl twice before 
taking three slow sips, again 
turn the bowl twice and then 
silently admire its great artis­ 
tic value. This admiration is a 
“must” for every good guest. 
THE JAPANESE, who find 
great beauty in all their sur­ 
roundings, 
also admire 
the 
flower arrangements. Since the 
details make the tea ceremony 


very long, sometimes up to 
five 
and six 
hours, 
never 
more than five guests are in­ 
vited. The longer teas may 
include an “intermission” dur­ 
ing which the hostess changes 
flower arrangements and tea 
services. All conversation takes 
place only after all guests have 
been served and dishes are 
ceremoniously put away.

HE DIDN’T KNOW a white bass from a bluegill, and he 
didn’t know a prize smallmouth bass when he held it in his 
hands, but he was a man who knew how to fish. 
He was one of those rewards that came of a day not meant 
for fishing, a day so harsh and so cruel in its gray chill that 
men could only shiver against it, solitary figures poised by 
somber water, hoping fruitlessly for the heavy pull on the line 
that would take away the thought of discomfort. 
But rarely was the tug of the fish felt, because the fish too 
shivered against the spring misery, huddling silently and dis­ 
interestedly in retreat from the wind and cold that troubled the 
water.

I at last abandoned the Fox, because it was giving up 
nothing, and for one day and half of another I had two fish. 
So I went to a place I remembered from two springs before, a 
small channel that slipped under Wisconsin Route 21 on the way 
into Omro, a quiet and meandering channel that sliced through 
a marshy field and enticed every man that passed by, but 
stopped few in their rush. 
The man stood on a high bank near the highway, gathered 
there with his wife and three small children, and not wanting to 
trouble them, I went to the other side. 
We were alone, I on one side, he on the other with his 
family, and our only communion was that we fished from the gathering strength while feeding when it was determined it had

The new research and engi­ 
neering laboratories of G. D. 
Searle & Co.'s Nuclear-Chicago 
subsidiary form a symbol of the 
growing benefits of nuclear en­ 
ergy and the successes achieved 
through a policy of cooperation 
by government and business, 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, chairman 
of the United States Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission, discoverer of 
plutonium and Nobel prize win­ 
ner in chemistry, said at the 
dedication of the facilities in 
Des Plaines Tuesday. 
Dr. Seaborg and several as­ 
sociates from the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission came f r o m 
Washington to join in the cere­ 
monies with Governor Otto Ker- 
ner. John G. Searle, chairman 
of Searle,

president of Searle and chair­

TH E RESEA RCH and engi­ 
neering laboratories were for­ 
mally dedicated when Dr. Sea­ 
borg placed a capsule of plu­ 
tonium, the element he discov­ 
ered, in a mechanism that acti­ 
vated the dropping of a ribbon 
from the main entrance and the 
unveiling of a plaque commem-, 
orating his role as dedication of­ 
ficial. 
He praised Nuclear-Chicago 
as one of the nation’s leading 
manufacturers of nuclear in­ 
struments and marketers of ra-!

Sanitary landfills, “ more de­ 
scriptively termed land recla­ 
mation,” can be an asset in 
highway beautification accord­ 
ing to John Vanderveld, Jr., 
president of National Disposal 
Contractors. 
Barrington, 
who 
testified before the House of 
Representatives 
subcommittee 
on roads meeting in Washing­ 
ton, D.C. recently. The meeting 
presided over by Congressman 
J. C. Kluczynski, chairman of 
the subcommittee, was asked to 
consider evidence that landfills 
should not be classified within 
the definition of junk yards and 
garbage dumps. 
Vanderveld 
presented 
evi­ 
dence to show how unuseable 
land was converted into scenic 
countryside through properly en­ 


gineered sanitary landfills. He 
urged that the subcommittee de­ 
lete that clause which prohibits 
sanitary landfills along federal 
highways. In his testimony Van­ 
derveld pointed out that he and 
all members of the National 
Council of Refuse D i s p o s a l 
Trade Assn. were opposed to 
unsightly junk yards and open 
burning dumps along federal 
highways. In asserting that san­ 
itary landfills should not be in­ 
cluded under that classification, 
he pointed out a properly en­ 
gineered and operated sanitary 
landfill 
reclaimed 
unuseable 
land and converted it into de­ 
sirable public end use such as: 
parks, little league baseball dia­ 
monds, golf courses, and many

With System for Heating 


When the family needs larger, 
more luxurious quarters, with 
an extra bath, a modern kitch­ 
en, more bedrooms, a spacious 
amity room — is it time to 
move? Nowadays, a great many 
lomeowners 
would 
answer, 
No!” 


Many famihes are discover­ 
ing that the best move toward 
achieving the aim of better, 
more comfortable living is not 


jo move at all. Instead, home­ 
owners now look for, and find, 
a ‘‘new home” at the old ad­ 
dress. 


So says Edgar V. Hall, exe­ 
cutive director, National Home 
Improvement 
Council, 
who 
joints (Hit that interest in un­ 
loving existing homes by re­ 
modeling — to increase livabil­ 
ity, 
e n h a n c e 
appearance, 
upgrade value — is growing 
apace, and for some sound rea­ 
sons. By concentrating on a 
new kitchen, an extra bath, a 
room addition or modernization, 
homeowners find that they are 
now able to have, in existing 
homes, the luxury features and 
advantages that they have al­ 
ways longed for — and that 
usually come only with a new 
home. 
The monthly payments for 
for such improvements are sub­ 
stantially less than for payments 
on a new home. In addition, the 
family avoids the ordeal of mov­ 
ing. 


What keeps a house comfor­ 
table in winter? It isn’t the 
fuel—ifs the system! 
Indoor comfort depends first 
of all upon the system used to 
heat a house and how that sys­ 
tem is installed. The fuel—be it 
gas, oil, electricity or coal — 
merely powers the system. 
So says the National Better 
Heating-Cooling Council, which 
points out that home comfort 
begins not with the choice of 
fuel, but with selection and in­ 
stallation of a heating system 
There are three major cen­ 
tral heating systems on the 
market today: 
hydronic (hot 
water), warm-air and electric 
resistance. 
Shows Growth 
A 
hydronic 
system, 
which 
showed the fastest growth (rf all 
systems in a recent market 
study, centers around a small, 
compact boiler that heats wa­ 
ter. The heated water, carried 
throughout the house by finger- 
sized tubing, instantly transfers 
heat into each room from floor- 
level baseboard heating units. 
The system provides even, 
steady heat, while allowing full 
decorating and remodeling free­ 
dom. 
The heart of a warm-air heat­ 
ing system is the furnace. The 
furnace heats air, which is cir­ 
culated by a fan through a 
network of ducts. The ducts 
then deliver the air to registers 
located in each room. 
In both hydronic and warm- 


air systems, the fuel may be 
oil, gas, electricity or coal. 
Electric resistance is the thirc 
major heating system — and 
here the fuel must of course 
be electricity. 
Allow for Expansion 
An electric resistance system 
operates essentially like an elec 
trie toaster. Individual b a s e ­ 
board h e a t i n g panels are 
“ plugged” into electric outlets 
and they, in turn, produce heat. 
A wise selection of a heating 
system is one that allows for 
future expansion and the later 
addition of air conditioning, au­ 
tomatic snow melting and-or 
zoning. The homeowner should 
also have a reliable contractor 
check the quality of the heat­ 
ing equipment and the installa­ 
tion, the Council advises. 
The contractor will know if 
the thermostats are located in 
the best position, if the system 
is correctly balanced and con­ 
trols properly installed. 
He will also check to see if 
the system meets certain stan­ 
dards: for instance, has the 
boiler been approved by the 
Institute of Boiler and Radiator 
Manufacturers? 
Or does the 
boiler or furnace have the ap­ 
proval of the American Gas 
Association? 
These organizations maintain 
standards and criteria of per 
form a nee for the entire industry, 
to assure the consumer that the 
furnace or boiler will produce 
the rated output. 
A CONCRETE SUGGESTION: 


Current Conditions Spark Trend 


While these are good reasons 
to remodel now, there are still 
more powerful factors involved 
in the trend to “ having a new 
home at the old address,” says 
Mr. Hall. A few of them are: 


1. Mortgage money has been 
in limited supply, making it dif­ 
ficult to buy a new home. Al­ 
though the mortgage situation 
shows some signs of improve­ 
ment, there are still relatively 
few buyers for “ used ” homes, 
for the same “ tight money” rea­ 
son. So, it’s probably harder to 
sell the present home — there 
just aren’t enough buyers. 


Hie alternative of staying put 
and 
improving 
the 
existing 
home is made still more attrac­ 
tive by the fact that availability 
of funds for home improvement 
does not present a “ tight mon­ 
ey” problem. There are mimer 
ous 
sources 
willing 
to 
lend 
funds for remodeling projects. 


2. Qualified remodeling con­ 
tractors who can do expert work 
are on the increase. The indus 
try has come of age, and the 
unethical operator is disappear 
ing. Because of the leveling off 
of the new home market, more 
and more builders are turning 
to remodeling. And building ma­ 
terials dealers, realizing the cur 
rent need, are opening more 
home 
improvement 
centers 
where complete remodeling jobs 
can be planned from beginning 
to end, with expert help. 


3. The nation’s building ma­ 
terials manufacturers are turn 
ing out an increasing number o: 
new and better products, many 
of which are designed specifical 
ly for remodeling. 


It’s a Worthwhile Investm ent 


Of course, many personal rea­ 
sons contribute to the decision 
to “stay put and fix up.” Not 
the least of these is the con­ 
venience of schools where the 
children are already well estab­ 
lished. Then there’s the shop­ 
ping area, where the housewife 
is well known, and the familiar 
presence of friends and neigh 
bors close by. 


Never before have homeown 
ers throughout the nation had so 
g o o d a “ climate” for remodel 
ing as now. 


By taking advantage of exist­ 
ing conditions, many families 
can start now to enjoy the com­ 
forts of a modernized home. In 
fact, indications are that the 
present year should be a banner 
one 
for 
home 
improvement, 
says Mr. Hall. 


He has just one word of cau­ 
tion. Too many families are 
spending 
only 
a minimum 
amount 
to 
maintain 
their 
homes. Home ownership is the 
single 
m o s t 
i m p o r t a n t 
investment 
the 
typical 
fam­ 
ily makes in a lifetime. Yet, the 
average expenditure for home 
remodeling, during 1966, was 
only $231, Mr. Hall points out. 


Unlike m a n y major expen­ 
ditures 
for 
purchases 
which 
quickly deteriorate in value, the 
money spent for home remodel 
ing projects will keep on adding 
;o the value of a home. There’s 
no better investment, Mr. Hall 
maintains.

How to Replace Old Lighting With New 


It doesn't require a degree in 
mechanical or electrical engi­ 
neering to replace an obsolete 
or inadequate lighting fixture in 
the home. There are several dif­ 
ferent but basic ways to do the 
job, and once the do-it-yourself­ 
er gets the hang of it, he can 
probably replace any lighting 
fixture in minutes. 


Replacing a fixture is a two- 
part job: Making a safe elec­ 
trical connection and then me­ 
chanically securing the fixture 
to the outlet box. 


In some areas, local ordi­ 
nances require installation by li­ 
censed electricians, points out 
the American Home Lighting 
Institute. 
If do-it-yourself installation is 
permitted, ’here are guidelines: 
Before starting, shut off the 
current to the fixture outlet. If 
it is operated by a wall switch, 
turn it off. To be extra safe, 
open the circuit by tripping the 
circuit breaker or removing the 
fuse. Keep the circuit open un­ 
til the new fixture is wired and 
in place. 
Unpack the new fixture. All 
needed parts and prestripped 
wires will be included, as will

Just hold each set of wires 
together, place the solderless 
connector over the wires and 
turn clockwise till tight.

If there is a third green wire 
coming from the fixture, con­ 
nect it to the mounting strap of 
the fixture, using the screw 
provided for this purpose.

Increasing Storage Space 


Search to Save Yiork 
Inspires Decked Yards 


In 
both 
older 
and 
newer 
homes, there’s a common com­ 
plaint: 
not 
enough 
storage 
space. As a result, many home 
improvement projects have as 
their objective the correction of 
this 
situation through 
space- 
creating facilities such as built- 
ins and storage walls. 
Finding space for a new stor­ 
age area is not as difficult as it 
may seem. Older homes have 
large rooms, attics and base­ 
ments that offer remodeling op­ 
portunities. Newer homes have 
family rooms, utility rooms, un­ 
finished attics. 
And almost any home has a 
room where built - ins will take 
up relatively little space while 
providing increased and more 
flexible storage facilities. 
When the location for creating 
new storage has been deter­ 
mined, how to do it is the next 
problem. 
A manufacturer of building 
materials offers some new an­ 
swers. Designer Richard Him- 


mel, A.I.D., was commissioned 
to design storage ideas, which 
could be easily constructed with 
materials available from local 
lumber dealers.

So 
here’s a cure - all: supplant 
leaves of grass with planks of 
wood. 
As with all such innovations, 
the wood deck has evolved from 
a simple porch - like affair to 
an outdoor r o o m as sophisti­ 
cated as the homeowner wishes. 
Variations in design are abun­ 
dant, limited only by the imagi­ 
nation. With such an easily- 


tailored material as wood, patio 
decks can be made in any size 
or shape and to fit any niche in 
the yard. 
Several decks serving differ­ 
ent purposes might be built, one 
adjacent to the dining room or 
kitchen for an outdoor family 
room, one in the back for sun­ 
bathing, one for a children s 
play yard. 
These can be connected with 
narrower decks acting as walk­ 
ways and built on levels two 
steps up and down from each 
other for added eye interest. 
With shrubbery and rock filling 
the spaces between, the decks 
look like islands floating in a 
sea of greens and grays. 
Decks can be built of Douglas 
fir two by fours on edge or two 
by twos over a rigid post-and- 
beam framework.

Some people may wish to stain 
the decking, but it’s far easier 
and often better looking to let 
the wood weather naturally. 
After an ugly duckling season, 
the wood takes on a soft silvery 
sheen that’s easy to live with 
and requires no upkeep.

Regner stated that 
he has had correspondence with 
all of the states, and federal 
government departments now 
using program budget methods. 
It, potentially, can help state 
government deal with public 
problems ahead of time, in a 
comprehensive manner, and can 
place in much improved per­ 
spective principal issues on re­ 
source allocation. 
This 
method 
of 
budgeting 
should provide a vehicle for re­ 
lating needs and available re­ 
sources to intended accomplish­ 
ments and f u t u r e plans. It 
should result in an improvement 
in the ability of the governor, 
the legislature, the press and 
the general public to understand 
the budget and the services 
provided. 
When properly refined and 
developed, the program budget 
process should provide a method 
of evaluating the effectiveness 
of activities and constitute the 
framework for an integrated 
system of reporting that will 
meet management’s needs.

Residents of areas that suf­ 
fered losses due to the recent 
tornadoes, high winds and hail­ 
storms should begin as soon as 
possible to prepare a list of 
property losses so that they 
may be claimed on the 1967 
Federal income tax returns, said 
E. C. Coyle Jr., district director 
of Internal Revenue in Chicago. 
Taxpayers should gather rec­ 
ords to substantiate the list of 
deductions to be claimed on tax 
returns. 
The 
records 
should 
show the following proof of 
loss: 
—That the loss was the direct 
result of the storms. 
—That you were the owner of 
the property damaged. 
—The cost or other basis of 
the property, evidenced by the 
contract, deed, or other records 
of improvements. 
—The depreciation allowed or 
allowable, if any. 
—THE AMOUNT of insurance 
or other compensation received. 
—Value before and after the 
storm. If you have photographs 
of your property as it existed 
before it was damaged, they 
will be helpful in showing the 
condition 
and 
value 
of the 
property 
before 
the 
storm. 
Photographs taken 
after the 
storm will show the extent of 
the damage. 
Theft losses and damages to 
automobiles resulting from col­ 
lision or accident also are de­ 
ductible. 
The 
Revenue Act of 
1964 
imposes a floor on deductions 
for losses of property used for 
personal 
purposes. 
Only 
the 
amount of a net loss in excess 
of $100 per casualty is deduct­ 
ible. Married taxpayers filing 
joint returns are subject to 
only one HOO floor for each 
casualty, 
while 
if they 
file 
separate returns, each is sub­ 
ject to the $100 floor. 
BUSINESS losses will contin­ 
ue to be fully deductible, Coyle 
said. In cases where there is 
damage to a car used for both 
business and pleasure, the $100 
deductible will apply only to 
that portion of the loss charged 
to personal use. 
To assist taxpayers in deter­ 
mining their losses, Coyle said 


his office has available copies 
of Internal Revenue Service 
Document 5174, titled, “Disas­ 
ters, Casualties and Thefts.” 
Topics covered in this booklet 
are: 
—Where to claim the loss on 
your return. 
—How to figure the loss to 
your home, 
—How to figure losses to I 
trees, shrubs, and other im­ 
provements, 
—How to take insurance pro-« 
ceeds into account for tax pur­ 
poses, 
—The information you should 
furnish when you claim your 
loss, 


Postal 
Certificates 
Gains Stop 


United States Postal Savings 
certificates stopped earning in­ 
terest for depositors Thursday. 
Nationwide, the Post Office 
Dept, is holding more than $90 
million in the now obsolete pro­ 
gram which was discontinued 
by the Congress on March 28, 
1966. 
As of April 27, a year ago, 
Postal Savings were discontinu­ 
ed and no deposits were ac­ 
cepted by the Post Office Dept. 
Certificates whose anniversary 
dates have been reached since 
last April 26 have earned their 
final interest payment. 
On June 30, all remaining 
funds in the program will be 
turned over to the Treasury 
Dept, to be held in a trust fund 
until liquidated. There they will 
remain available for payment 
without time limitation when­ 
ever proper claims are re­ 
ceived. 
P o s t a l Savings depositors 
have been urged to close out 
their accounts and invest their 
funds into United States Savings 
Bonds or the new Freedom 
Shares, which on May I, will 
pay 4.74 per cent interest.
